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Council Considers Preparedness, 
Ball Field Lighting, Capital Budget 


The first regular Greenbelt 
City Council meeting following 
the summer hiatus had a back-to- 
business agenda. Council dealt 
with several matters relating to 
the effects of Hurricane Katrina 
on Greenbelt and also considered 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board (PRAB) reports concerning 
proposed ballfield lighting for 
either McDonald Field or Schrom 
Hills Park. 

At the September 12 meeting 
council also held a public hear- 
ing on the proposed Capital Im- 
provements Budget, which it then 
adopted. Later the city’s two 
school resource officers reported 
on their activities during the pre- 
vious school year. 

Katrina Reports 

At various points in the meet- 
ing agenda, items relating to the 
gulf coast hurricane disaster relief 
effort came up. Police Officer 
Barry Byers gave a first hand ac- 
count of the use of the 
Greenbelt police armored person- 
nel carrier (APC) in Louisiana fol- 
lowing the storm. Byers and six 
other officers drove the APC ve- 
hicle to Louisiana with a stop-

over in Roanoke, Va. The vehicle, 
which is high-water accessible, 
was welcome in the relief efforts 
taking place in the Katrina after- 
math. 

The most compelling aspect of 
Byers’ report was the “overwhelm- 
ing odor” of the disaster areas he 
described. “It is something that 
you do not get while viewing the 
TV news accounts,” he said. 

City Manager Michael Mc- 
Laughlin advised council that 
there may be another request for 
city assistance in the relief efforts 
involving the city’s animal con- 
trol officer who might also go to 
the disaster area. He noted that a 
request for her assistance was un- 
der consideration. I[t would in- 
volve only the officer and not any 
city equipment. 

Council also considered a staff 
recommendation to enable city 
classified employees to donate a 
portion of their unused sick leave 
for the relief effort. Participating 
employees would be able to give 
up their right to use up to eight 
hours of earned sick leave and the 
city would donate the monetary 
value of that leave to the Ameri- 


can Red Cross. McLaughlin 
said that if all classified em- 
ployees were to participate, the 
city could contribute approxi- 
mately $33,000. Council ap- 
proved the staff recommenda- 
tion. 

Mayor Judith Davis com- 
mented that Katrina had fo- 
cused a great deal of attention 
on the emergency preparedness 
planning for the Washington 
metropolitan area. Both the 
Metropolitan Washington Coun- 
cil of Governments and the 
Maryland Municipal League 
were revisiting and rethinking 
disaster planning at meetings 
she had attended. She sug- 
gested that Greenbelt should 
also take another look at its 
emergency preparedness plans, 
with specific focus on pets and 
citizen education efforts. 

McDonald Field 

Council discussed a series of 
PRAB reports arising from a 
Greenbelt Youth Baseball League 
(formerly Greenbelt Little League) 
petition to council in November

County Responds on CB-134; 


A&E Committee Protests Firing 


The two former co-chairs of 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
Architecture and Environment 
(A&E) Committee are continuing 
and expanding their calls for in- 
vestigation over the failure of 
county officials to enforce the 
provisions of the recently re- 
pealed 1988 law that required 
larger additions in the core of 
Greenbelt to undergo detailed 
site plan review by county offi- 
cials. In addition the remaining 
members of the A&E Committee 
wrote to the GHI board on Au- 
gust 13 protesting the removal of 
co-chairs William Wilkerson and 
John Nichols from the committee. 

The previously unenforced 
1988 law (CB-134-1988), passed 
as part of an effort to preserve 
the city’s Residential Planned 
Community zoning, required a 
detailed site plan review for all 
additions that would increase the 
size of the building by more 
than 25% of the original gross 
floor area of the property. 

Wilkerson and Nichols be- 
came aware of the 1988 law 
while researching the county re- 
quirements affecting GHI in their 
review of GHI’s own require- 
ments. At GHI’s annual meeting 
in May members indicated their 
support for an offer from County 
Councilmember Douglas Peters 
to submit legislation, which 
eventually passed, to exempt 
Greenbelt from these require-

ments. Wilkerson and Nichols 
objected to what they considered 
hasty action. They wrote letters 
to various public officials express- 
ing their views. In a June 24 
letter the GHI Board removed 
Wilkerson’s and Nichols’ privileges 
to serve on any GHI committee. 
While Wilkerson and Nichols 
have interpreted the board’s lan- 
guage as a permanent ban, GHI 
President Julia Eichhorst told the 
News Review that this is not cor- 
rect. GHI denied the pair’s appeal 
of the board’s decision. 
County Investigation 

On July 17 Wilkerson and 
Nichols wrote to Prince George’s 
County Executive Jack Johnson 
requesting “a formal investigation 
into the facts and circumstances of 
the failure to enforce CB 134- 
1988, to identify the responsible 
public officials and to determine 
if any criminal or civil penalties 
are warranted.” 

On August 16 Elizabeth M. 
Hewlett, chairman of the Prince 
George’s County Planning Board, 
responding on behalf of Johnson, 
wrote to Wilkerson and Nichols 
acknowledging that county offi- 
cials had failed to implement the 
requirements of the 1988 legisla- 
tion. “I can only apologize for 
the inaction of those who were in 
positions of authority at that time 
and wonder with you that no one 
complained about that enforce- 
ment lapse during the 15 years 


since the approval of the Master 
Plan and SMA. I can assure you 
that such a lapse would not go 
unnoticed or unremarked today, 
in part because we have a much 
more proactive legislative pro- 
gram and new legislative require- 
ments are publicized throughout 
the agency..." 

However, it is unclear how 
much impact the law would 
have had, even had county of- 
ficials enforced it. In an August 
5 memorandum to Hewlett, 
county Planning Director Firn 
Piret stated that “There are no 
yard, green space or lot cover- 
age requirements because there 
are no lots. There are no per- 
formance standards for architec- 
ture or other appearance issues. 
Even if detailed site plans had 
been filed for all additions over 
25 percent of gross floor area 
since 1988, it is safe to say that 
in all probability the staff 
would have recommended ap- 
proval since there are no crite- 
ria to do otherwise.” 

Co-chairs Response 

That response has not satis- 
fied Wilkerson and Nichols. In 
a September 2 letter to Hewlett, 
they argued: “It appears reason- 
able to assume that the law, if it 
had been implemented correctly, 
would have had a major regula- 
tory impact on our community.”

District Council Approves 
Traffic Plan Unanimously

Responding to the negative 
ruling on August 30, 2004, by 
the Maryland Court of Special 
Appeals that transportation facili- 
ties for the proposed Greenbelt 
Station were inadequate, 
Metroland Developers, LLC pre- 
sented a revised proposal to the 
Prince George’s County Council. 
On September 13, 2005, that 
body, sitting as the District 
Council (its name in matters of 
land use and zoning), approved 
these changes. 

The new proposal, as de- 
scribed in revised County Bill 
36-2005, requires the applicant 
to show that at the time of pre- 
liminary plat approval the devel- 
opment “will be adequately 
served within a reasonable period 
of time” either by publicly 


funded transportation programs 
through county, state or federal 
agencies or “by facilities pro- 
vided by the applicant.” 

Such necessary roads, ramps 
and bridges must be scheduled 
and 100 percent funded by one 
or more of these public agencies 
or the applicant “will fund trans- 
portation improvements,” the 
legislation reads, “‘or trip reduc- 
tion programs that will alleviate 
the inadequacy.” 

The 2004 decision by the 
Court of Special Appeals had 
been seen as a victory by the 
City of Greenbelt, which pur- 
sued its legal case despite ear- 
lier approval of the developer’s 
proposal by both the county

Joseph P Loftus, Jr. 


Joseph P. Loftus, Jr., of Hous- 
ton, Texas, died unexpectedly 
September 4, 2005, while visit- 
ing a son in Oregon. He was 75 
years old, the eldest child of 
Greenbelt pioneers Joseph, Sr. 
and Margaret Loftus. 

Mr. Loftus was born in Chi- 
cago and moved to the new town 
of Greenbelt with his parents 
when he was seven years old. 
He graduated from Holy Re- 
deemer School and Gonzaga Col- 
lege High School. He attended 
St. Charles Seminary in Balti- 
more prior to graduating from 
Catholic University in 1953. 
Mr. Loftus pursued doctoral work 
in psychology at Fordham Uni- 
versity until 1956. He then 
served as a pilot and a research 
psychologist with the U.S. Air 
Force. 

In 1961 he was transferred to 
Houston to work with NASA on 
the Mercury and then the Apollo 
programs. From 1962 to 1968 
Mr. Loftus was chief of the Op- 
erations Integration Branch of the 
Systems Engineering Division of 
the Apollo program. In the 
1970s he spearheaded efforts to 
address orbital debris, consulting 
with NASA headquarters in 
Washington and testifying before 
congressional committees. From 
1977 to 1979 he was assistant 
director (Plans) of NASA’s 
Johnson Space Center in Hous- 
ton. In later years he continued 
to work on orbital debris issues, 
culminating in his support to the 
U.S. role in bringing the Russian 
space station Mir back to earth. 
He frequently represented NASA 
at national and international 
aerospace symposiums. 

Mr. Loftus was a fellow of 
the American Institute of Astro- 
nautics and Aeronautics and was 
the recipient of many awards, in- 
cluding the USAF Commenda- 
tion Medal, MSC Superior 
Achievement Award and NASA 
Exceptional Service Medal 
(twice). Upon his retirement 
from NASA in April 2001 he was 
awarded the NASA Distinguished 
Service Medal. 

He is survived by six children 
and 10 grandchildren and by his 
seven siblings: Martin Loftus of 
Baltimore; Katharine Boucher of 
Severna Park; Judith Hunter of 
Madison, Wisc.; Joan Brown of 
Kensington; Gregory Lyon-Loftus 
of Waynesboro, Pa.; C.Michael 
Loftus of Potomac; and John 
Loftus of Frankford, Del. 

A Mass of Christian Burial 
was celebrated September 10 at 
Our Lady of Mercy church in 
Potomac.

2003. It had asked the city to 
install lights at McDonald Field 
located behind 7 Court Southway 
near the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. 

In a February 2004 report 
PRAB raised questions about 
available funding, support of the 
proposal by adjacent residents 
and GHI, the overall impact of 
the lights and the need for lights 
at that location if lights are in- 
stalled at the larger Schrom Hills 
Park in Greenbelt East. PRAB, 
concluding that the proposal 
should be explored, recommended 
holding a public hearing to as- 
sess community support. 

In April 2005 PRAB held a 
public information meeting on 
the topic. Board members learned 
that the petitioners’ original esti- 
mates were no longer valid and 
the cost to install lights would 
approach $110,000. Based on 
that hearing PRAB found neither 
strong support nor opposition to 
the lights, but noted opposition 
by two residents in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood. Because of 
the increased estimated cost, 
PRAB recommended giving the 
project less priority. 

In its June 2005 recommenda- 
tion PRAB supported lights for 
McDonald Field if use is limited 
to the hours proposed by the pe- 
titioners. However PRAB gave a 
higher priority to lighting the 
Schrom Hills Park ballfields. It 
recommended adding McDonald 
Field lights to the city’s list of un- 
funded Capital Projects (wish list). 

City staff recommended a 
council worksession with PRAB 
and other interested parties on 
ball field lighting at both Schrom 
Hills Park and McDonald Field. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts asked, “Why Schrom Hills 
Park? Since the petitioners were 
only requesting lights for 
McDonald Field, the meeting 
with PRAB should only discuss 
that request.” Staff responded 
that lights at Schrom Hill Park 
would have greater use and im- 
pact and would reduce existing 
pressure on the over-utilized 
lighted Braden Field. After dis- 
cussion council agreed to hold a 
meeting. 

Capital Projects. 

Council held a public hearing 
on the Fiscal Year 2006 Capital 
Projects budget, which council 
does not adopt at the same time 
as other city budgets because 
capital expenditures are multi-year 
programs. At the time the city 
budget was considered last 
spring, McLaughlin proposed a 
$1,325,000 Capital Projects budget 
and provided a list of recom- 
mended projects. 

On July 13 council held a 
worksession in which staff pre- 
sented updated information on 
Fiscal Year 2005 actual expendi- 
tures, a list of projects that 
should be reprogrammed and re- 
vised cost estimates for planned 
projects. Staff also recommended 
another project, $10,000 for lights 
for the Community Center stage. 
These recommended changes 
brought the total appropriation to 
$1,416,000. 

Since that worksession, staff 
has recommended another 
$1,000 budget item to reflect a 
final payment on the state-sup- 
ported Compressed Natural Gas 
Fast-Fill appliance at the Public 
Works facility, thereby increasing 
the needed appropriation to 
$1,417,000. 

As it turned out, no one testi- 
fied at the public hearing con- 
cerning the proposed budget or 


appropriation ordinance and 
council unanimously adopted it. 
School Report 

Master Police Officers John 
Rogers and Marty Parker re- 
ported on the school resource 
officer (SRO) program for the 
2004-2005 school year. Analysis 
of trends for the general areas 
measured — complaints on-cam- 
pus, complaints off-campus, tru- 
ancy, trespassers and student 
contacts — showed stable activity 
levels for Eleanor Roosevelt High 
(ERHS) and Greenbelt Middle 
Schools. 

Both officers reported that the 
SRO programs at all the schools 
are well accepted by faculty and 
students and provide a platform 
for several worthwhile student 
programs. The SROs conduct 
Gang Resistance Education and 
Training (G.R.E.A.T.) at the 
middle school and are thinking 
of taking that program into the 
elementary schools. 

At ERHS Rogers teaches a 
Criminal Justice class and a con- 
ference about gangs was orga- 
nized with the Prince George’s 
County State’s Attorney’s Office 
and school security officers. At 
Greenbelt and Springhill Lake EI- 
ementary Schools, the SRO pro- 
gram includes the Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education (D.A.R.E.) 
program and a AAA Safety Patrol 
Program. 

Another traffic safety program, 
designed for kindergarten to 
fourth grade students, includes 
visits by Otto, the talking car. 
Eddie Eagle is a program for 
teaching elementary school chil- 
dren to stay away from guns. 

Other accomplishments during 
the past year include a Bike Ro- 
deo for grades three through six 
at Springhill Lake Elementary, 
acquisition of a call simulator 
that allows young children to 
learn how to dial 911, a very 
successful Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving program presented before 
the ERHS prom and graduation 
activities and the Greenbelt Walk 
to School Day programs. 
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They continue, “We disagree with 
staff’s contention that traditional 
setbacks and lot coverage stan- 
dards could not be applied to the 
original Greenbelt townhomes be- 
cause they were not built on fee- 
simple lots .... We contend 
that the proper procedure would 
have been to require the property 
owner, GHI, to obtain detailed 
site plan approval for each lot 
(or parcel) upon which the cor- 
poration desired to request a per- 
mit for an addition over 25 per- 
cent [gross floor area].” 

The pair also call upon 
county officials to go beyond the 
standards noted by Piret. They 
point out that Greenbelt was des- 
ignated a National Historic Land- 
mark in 1997 and was listed in 
the National Register of Historic 
Places in 1980. They acknowl- 
edge that neither of these designa- 
tions involve requirements for his- 
toric preservation. 

Based upon the 1990 master 
plan’s listing of Greenbelt as a 
historic resource, Wilkerson and 
Nichols say, “thus, architectural 
compatibility, as well as the pres- 
ervation of the concepts of the 
original plan, could reasonably 
become appropriate design 
guidelines.” They claim that 
county planners could have used 
requests for building permits for 
additions in GHI as a way of en- 
forcing newer requirements such 
as stormwater management and 
parking from which GHI is other- 
wise grandfathered. They further 
disputed the claim that lot stan- 
dards do not apply. 

Wilkerson and Nichols called 
for “no additions to be approved 
until lot lines are established on 
a detailed site plan for review 
purposes.” They added: “The 
board should give serious consid- 
eration to requesting the county 
council to reconsider” its repeal 
of the 1988 law. 

A&E Committee 

The News Review has learned 
that the remaining members of 
the AXE Committee on August 
13 submitted a letter to the GHI 
Board expressing their opinion 
that the removal of Wilkerson 


and Nichols was “ill-considered 
and inappropriately punitive.” 
They urged the board to recon- 
sider its decision. 

They noted that when GHI 
became aware of the 1988 law, 
“no public process was initiated 
whereby the GHI Board and 
members could better understand 
it, discuss the pros and cons for 
GHI and democratically reach 
consensus on how GHI should 
proceed.” The letter writers ar- 
gue that Wilkerson and Nichols 
clearly stated that the views they 
were expressing were their own 
and supported their right to do 
so and should not have been dis- 
missed. “If the board wants 
committee chairs and members to 
Support it in all matters and re- 
frain from public dissent, then the 
board should formally present 
this principle to the membership 
for discussion and decision.” 

The letter, over GHI Board of 
Directors President Julia 
Eichhorst’s signature, reaffirmed 
the board’s decision to remove 
Wilkerson and Nichols and noted 
that Wilkerson and Nichols had 
not been “banned for life.” 
Eichhorst also relayed the board’s 
appreciation for the work of the 
A&E Committee and its members. 

The News Review obtained a 
copy of this letter from other 
sources after GHI Manager 
Gretchen Overdurff declined the 
newspaper’s request for a copy, 
citing the “wish of the members 
of the board to move forward.”

Family Calls Jury’s 


Verdict a Travesty 


According to Greenbelt po- 
lice, Kevin M. Tinsley, the man 
accused of causing the death of 
Greenbelt resident Doreen 
McClendon on November 28, 
2004, was found guilty of man- 
slaughter and car theft on Sep- 
tember 20 by a jury for the Cir- 
cuit Court. The maximum sen- 
tence for manslaughter is 10 
years and for auto theft five 
years, making the maximum total 
sentence a possible 15 years. 
Sentencing is expected to occur 
December 2. The case is before 
Judge E. Allen Shepherd. 

In an article by Ruben 
Castaneda appearing in the No- 
vember 21 issue of the Washing- 
ton Post it was reported that 
friends and_ relatives’ of 
McClendon wept as the jury’s 
verdict was read. They called 
the verdict a travesty. Tinsley 
was found not guilty on a 
charge of first degree murder, a 
charge that could have resulted 
in life imprisonment. 

According to Tinsley’s testi- 
mony as reported by Castaneda, 
Tinsley was asked to leave 
McClendon’s apartment the night 
before but refused because it was 
too late to go anywhere else. 

McClendon and her stepfather 
then went to the Hyattsville 
courthouse for a protective order 
at 2:30 am. The order was de- 
nied because McClendon previ- 
ously had taken out such an or- 
der and had accused him of as- 
sault but had then asked officials 
to drop those charges, Castaneda 
reported. 

At about 11 that morning 
Tinsley said he went outside to 
smoke and was refused reentry 
to the apartment by McClendon, 
who Tinsley claimed was wield- 
ing a knife, according to 
Castaneda. Tinsley, denying that 
he stabbed McClendon, claimed 
he grabbed her and she fell on 
top of him and _ screamed. 
Tinsley then drove off in 
McClendon’s car and was ar- 
rested five days later in Hous- 
ton. 

The prosecuting State’s At- 
torney, according to Castaneda, 
claimed in closing argument that 
McClendon had been stabbed 
not only in the chest but in her 
left hand and right thigh. At the 
trial, the judge refused a juror re- 
quest to see McClendon’s re- 
quest for a protective order be- 
cause Shepherd had previously 
ruled that it could not be admit- 
ted into evidence, Castaneda re- 
ported.

Are Moods Affecting Life? 
Depression Screening Oct. 4 


Millions of Americans feel like they’re losing control over 
their emotions. A recent Harvard Medical School study of de- 
veloped and developing nations finds that the United States has 
the highest rate of mental health disorders such as depression 
— and that they are all too frequently undiagnosed. 

For most people, figuring out the line between “I’ve been 
moody lately” or “I get tired easily,’ “I can’t sleep” and “I 
have depression” is difficult. That’s why Greenbelt will offer 
anonymous free depression screening on Tuesday, October 4 as 
part of National Depression Screening Day. 

At National Depression Screening Day, people are invited to 
fill out a one-page questionnaire assessing the likelihood they 
may be suffering from depression, bipolar disorder, generalized 
anxiety disorder or post-traumatic stress disorder. Attendees will 
also have the opportunity to hear an educational presentation, 
receive pamphlets and brochures and follow up privately with 
a mental health professional if necessary. The program is free 
for all those who attend and is completely confidential. 

The stigma associated with depression and related disorders 
has decreased in recent years but many people still are not able 
to recognize depression in themselves and others. National 
Depression Screening Day is an easy first step for anyone con- 
cerned about his or her mental health or that of someone close 
to them. 

Greenbelt’s Depression Screening Day will be held on Tues- 
day, October 4 at four locations: 

Green Ridge House — 22 Ridge Road (Green Ridge House 
residents only), from 10 a.m. to noon 

Community Center — 15 Crescent Road, Community Meet- 
ing Room, from 10 a.m. to noon 

Giant Food Beltway Plaza — 6000 Greenbelt Road, Pharmacy 
Department, from 10 a.m. to noon and 5 to 7 p.m. 

Springhill Lake Recreation Center — 6101 Cherrywood Lane, 
from 5 to 7 p.m.

public policy without getting a 
masters degree. The breadth 
and depth of issues which coun- 
cil addresses is amazing. 

While learning from col- 
leagues and staff, as well as 
from other officials at local, state 
and national levels, he has 
been afforded an opportunity to 
be an advocate for affordable 
housing, to work on coordinated 
transportation, to explore im- 
proved marketing of Roosevelt 
Center and cultural amenities, and 
to apply Greenbelt planning prin- 
ciples, particularly with respect to 
the development of Greenbelt 
West (Springhill Lake and 
Metroland). 

Herling advocated these 
points at AIMCO’s (Springhill 
Lake’s developer) architectural 
charette and at the “Reality 
Check” in February of 2005. 
Sponsored by the Urban Land 
Institute, the University of 
Maryland and COG, local public 
officials, environmentalists, af- 
fordable housing advocates and 
members of the business and 
labor communities, using smart 
growth principles, had to 
project where up to 2 million 
jobs and 1.5 million new hous- 
ing units would be located by 
2030. 

Herling’s community service 
has been oriented toward creat- 
ing and developing programs 
which foster community interac- 
tion and understanding. He 
helped found the Greenbelt 
Arts Center, has chaired and 
served on the Community Rela- 
tions Advisory Board and 
served on the board as a direc- 


tor and now as council liaison 
to Greenbelt Access Television. 

Herling’s previous community 
experience includes serving as 
vice president of the Springhill 
Lake Civic Association (1980- 
1983), as a member of the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Nomina- 
tions and Elections Committee, 
vice president and secretary of 
the Eleanor & _ Franklin 
Roosevelt Democratic Club and 
representative to the Roosevelt 
Center Merchants Association 
for the Greenbelt Arts Center. 
He helped organize the 
Roosevelt Center Charette (1985) 
to help re-design the town cen- 
ter, was a member of the Crime 
Prevention Committee (1983-5) 
and was a member of the task 
force to support the bond refer- 
endum of 1989 (which provided 
funding to convert the former 
elementary school to a commu- 
nity center and to create Schrom 
Hills Park). 

In 1987-88 he served as vice 
chairman of the Arts Policy 
Committee, whose report led to 
the creation of the Arts Advi- 
sory Committee. In 1989 he pro- 
posed the creation of a city 
planning department which was 
established shortly afterward. 
He received the Outstanding 
Citizen of the Year award in 
2001. 

Activities for Greenbelt’s 
youth have also been an inter- 
est of Herling. In 2003 he 
helped coach six- to eight-year- 
olds in the “machine pitch” 
baseball program and helped 
produce two teen concerts.

goals of advocating for and pro- 
tecting the watershed and its water 
quality, educating residents to help 
reduce negative impacts to the wa- 
tershed and .. . to have fun! 

The walk was through parts of 
the recently proclaimed (but still 
un-named) forest preserve of 
Greenbelt and also explored a 
tributary of Beaverdam Creek. 
Participants enjoyed the relative 
coolness and fresh air the forest 
provided while observing small 
fish in the water and signs of deer 
and other wildlife on the tributary 
banks. However, the heavy 
Streambank erosion, trash and inva- 
sive Japanese stiltgrass reminded 
them of how human activities can 
affect the watershed negatively. 
The group enjoyed discussing 
possible ways for local citizens to 
help protect and improve the wa- 
tershed. 

Members of the group shared 
their thoughts and experiences 
about this beautiful wooded area 
that is part of Greenbelt’s charm. 
The birdwatchers in the group 
talked about the species they have 
spotted in the woods and larger 
watershed area, such as wood 


thrush, bald eagle and Baltimore 
oriole. They talked of past threats 
to the woods by development and 
overuse by bicyclists that had been 
overcome and they wondered what 
the next big challenge would be. 

The Beaverdam Creek Water- 
Shed, a subwatershed of the 
Anacostia River Watershed, is an 
important resource for the region. 
It enjoys a relatively large amount 
of forested area compared to the 
rest of the Anacostia Watershed. 
This land cover provides high 
quality habitat for plants and ani- 
mals and contributes relatively 
clean water to the main river sys- 
tem. The BCWWG hopes to gain 
community-wide support for pro- 
tecting this resource and to further 
improve the quality of the water. 

Upcoming activities _‘for 
BCWWG include a watershed edu- 
cation conference on Saturday, Oc- 
tober | from 9 a.m. to noon and a 
watershed cleanup on Saturday 
October 8 from 11 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
Additional watershed walks are be- 
ing planned in the BARC areas 
and other parts of the watershed.
